I know most of this discussion of QRP EME has been with tongue-in-cheek but 
here is a more serious note regarding EME if anyone interested: 


What everyone has been saying is that the moon has a low RCS (Radar Cross 
Section). RCS is a standard measure for the reflectivity of an object as a 
whole. 


Actually, the physical optics return at normal incidence to the surface 
would indeed be lower then that of a smooth perfectly conducting sphere 
(this is like the glint you get off of a shinny ball bearing if you were to 
shine a flashlight at it) yet the backscatter from the total surface may 
make up for a lot of the loss of the speculiar return. Also one should 
remember that just because something is a dielectric doesn't mean it won't 
have a return, unless the dielectric constant is 1.0. You can see your 
reflection in glass can't you? Glass is a dielectric yet has a dielectric 
constant usually just above 2.0. Just like in transmission lines, when an 
EM wave hits an impedance bump a portion of the energy is scattered. As 


someone has mentioned the free space impedance is about 377 Ohms and 
anything different then that will have a return. Almost everything is 
different then the free space impedance. If it weren't you couldn't see 
anything. Of course wavelength plays a big part on how much of an impedance 
bump something is. 


This of course does not mean QRP EME is possible. I'm just saying things 
may not be as bad as they seem. Like I said in an earlier post, it was 
often believed that 10 GHz EME would be way out of the realm of amateur 
capability (due to the initial path loss calculations) but that has been 
proven incorrect. The moon's reflectivity changes with wavelength and not 
necessarily in a linear fashion. Some wavelengths will be readily absorbed 
while others will be easily reflected. Sometimes you just have to try it 
and not let the mathematicians tell you it can't be done. Often times there 
are mechanisms at work that don't reveal themselves at first thought. We as 
QRPers should know this since we all know it is easy to work the world with 
a few watts and a wire even though most people think you're crazy when you 
tell them. I go through this every day.

Morse Keyboards may not be your cup of tea but 
I've had lots of fun with mine. I built the keyer 
presented in the July 1992 QST by Ed Oscarson, WA1TWX. 


The keyer draws approx. 6 mA at idle without the 

AT type keyboard attached. (It can be used with paddles too.) 
I never bothered to check the current drawn by the 

keyboard until the keyer power was accidently left on, 
discharging my 12 gelcell faster than expected. 


It turns out that the keyboard I had chosen for my keyer 

was a current hog. I tested several keyboards and found 

that some are much better suited for battery operation 

than others. Here are the results of my tests. My measurements 
are not exact but are useful for comparison purposes. 

The current measurements were for total current used by 

the keyer and keyboard. It seems that newer keyboards are 

more energy efficient than older models. 

Again, the keyer alone draws approx. 6mA at idle. Supply 
voltage was approx. 13V.

Caution. 


Most computer serial ports are RS-232. 

RS-232 is bipolar and can swing both positive and negative ( "about" 
ground). 

RS-232 can have voltages in excess of + and - 12 volts. 


Caution... 


Some transceiver interface ports are TTL. 
TTL is zero to + 5 volts ONLY. 
(Remember TTL can also "signal" by "closure" 
to ground through a "dropping" resistor, negative logic).

My answer to narrow spacing: I used my dental handpiece ( Dremel Tool 
will do) with a coarse grinding stone, to cut out a place on the inside 
of the arms. Leave enough metal for the threads, about 1/8 inch. Smooth 
up the grinding with a file, and go SLOW. This gives me the option of 
wide or narrow spaced paddles. Remember, it's easier to remove metal than 
to add it back on.

Howdy good buddies, 


Problem: 
Find a way to convert a SSB CB for continues tuning, making as few 
changes as possible to the rig. 


Solution: 
Replace the PLL xtal with a VFO. 


Well, this isn't really a new idea, I belive it's called a "Slider". 
See, after messing with a replacement PLL circuit, I figured there 
had to be an easier and cheaper way to do it. So, I hit on the idea 
of replacing the PLL xtal with a VFO. 


The PLL xtal has to be changed to about 11 Mhz to move the 
tuning into the 10M band. (8.9 Mhz if you want 12M) At least in the 


case of the Uniden PC 122XL I'm working with, other sets might be 
different. 11 Mhz is a little high to get good stability out of a 
diode tuned LC osc, so I made up a little VFO/ heterodyne mixer 
board. 


The VFO runs at about 6 Mhz and the heterodyne mixer is simply a 
NE602 with a 4.915 xtal osc. A 10.7 Mhz IF xformer tunes the output, 
is amplified by a 2N3906 with another 10.7 Mhz IF can on it's output. 
The signal is then connected to the PLL chip where the original xtal 
osc would go. The PLL has all of it's freq control input pins 
arbitraly connected to ground. (because I had already removed the 
channel selector switch) 


I picked 6 and 5 Mhz simply because I had the 4.915 Mhz xtal. I think 
idealy a 3 Mhz VFO and 8 Mhz mixing xtal would be the way to go. 
There are a couple of things to consider when choosing the oscillator 
frequencies. One, harmonics of either oscillator should not fall at 
the IF freq (10.7 Mhz in this case) and should not fall in the tuning 
range of receiver, in this case 10M. Also, the VFO should be low 
enough in freq so that it's easy to make low drift and the difference 
between the two oscillators is great enough to easily filter out the 
unwanted mixer products. 


If the VFO part of the circuit doesn't have enough range, some of the 
high order PLL freq control lines could be used to shift the tuning 
range. 


The advantage of this scheme is it leaves most of the radio alone. It 
gives continues tuning, an important feature for a Ham rig. The big 
advantage is it doesn't require a hard to get PLL chip and programmed 
cpu to run it. Anyone can build one with common parts and customise 
it for the perticular radio you have. 


The disadvantages are you need a 10 turn pot to tune it, It woun't be 
entirely drift free and there is no freq indication, unless you add 
a freq counter. 


BTW, this will only work with SSB rigs. AM rigs have a different PLL 
structure that will cause the Rx and Tx freq to become different if 
the xtal ref freq is changed. 


Also, don't ask me if your model xyz CB can be modified this way. I 
don't know. I don't have any info on specific model CB's. I simply 
bought the one I'm working with, and puzzled out how it works by 
looking it over and poking around with a freq counter and scope.

Thanks for the comparison info on the keyboard power drain. When I built 
mine I decided against the IBM keyboard for that reason. 


For further power economy you can run the keyboard off of four c cells 
with other than IBM style keyboards. 
This would allow you to bypass the LM7805 regulator. Another power saving 
would come from using a FET switch instead of the optoisolator. 
I think you could turn off the sidetone for further economy or use the mod 
suggested for the cmos-3 superkeyer that uses a piezospeaker instead of a 
regular speaker. I use a Ti-99 keyboard because of its small (qrp) size. I 
mounted the keyboard in a homemade enclosure with barely enough extra room 
for the PCB and batteries) 

The last version of your keyboard uses the MC68HCO5 which has very 
low current draw. This may be the same chip used in the super cmos keyer. 
I love my keyboard! I got rid of all my keyers and paddles. Once I built 
the keyboard I never went back to the paddle. 

(BTW you can use a paddle with the last version of the keyboard. )

Hi Jack, 


Glad to see you are planning a trip to 2 Land. The antenna of 
choice depends on the circumstances you find when you get to 2 Land. Since 
you appear not to be carrying along a tuner I would suggest a dipole made of 
very small wire (so it can be rolled up). Tune the dipole at home to make 
sure the SWR is low, thus eliminating the necessity of the tuner. The dipole 
gets smaller if you feed it with small Co-ax (RG 174?). If the wire is 
insulated wire then no insulators are needed at the ends of the dipole. Use 
strong fishing line to hold it up . That makes it close to invisible. 

These are my ideas, based on the assumption that you want it as 


small as possible and carry no tuner. Different circumstances would generate 
different antenna ideas. Have a ball.

Speaking of keyboard keyers .. I happen to have one for sale. 


It is the MFJ 452 keyboard keyer. It required +12vdc and an AT 
style keyboard (see previous messages about keyboards.) The keyer 
is basically a 80C32 microprocessor device. It has an input for 
an iambic paddle so you can switch from keyboard to paddle with 
no trouble at all. 


The keyer can send all the common pro-signs and has 8 250-character 
memories. The type ahead buffer is 150 characters. It has a 2 line 
LCD display to show the characters as they are sent. I believe MFJ 
still sells this keyer so you should be able to read about it in an 
MFJ catalog. 


Speed settings are between 5 and 100 WPM. It has an internal 
Sidetone speaker. 


I have used the keyer with many QRP rigs: SST, SWL (many rigs), Index 
Labs, countless HB rigs, etc. Seems to work with any rig that has a 
‘hand key' input (supports positive and negative keyed rigs).
